Smazel Urges Clubs to 
Help In Passage of 
Amendment 


On Program 


Civil service by constitutional 
amendment is the most feasible 
plan for fool-proof administration 
of the approximately 15,000 em­ 
ployes of the state of Michigan, 
Clarence Smazel, executive secre­ 
tary of the Michigan M erit Sys­ 
tem Association, told members of 
the Escanaba and Gladstone Ro­ 
tary Clubs, the Escanaba Kiwanis 
club, Escanaba Trades and Labor 
f'ouncil and city officials yester­ 
day. 
Smazel outlined the reasons for 
desirability of a 
workable civil 
service law in Michigan, pointing 
to many cases of gross inefficien­ 
cy in state governmental adminis­ 
tration in recent years, and told 
briefly of various avenues possi­ 
ble 
in 
the 
correction of these 
faults. 
He said, while the consti­ 
tutional amendment is the hard­ 
est form of legislation to effect, 
it is the most desirable because it 
is iron-clad and will create a non­ 
political commission designed to 
administer 
all 
employes of the 
state without fear or favor of po­ 
litical interference. 
Must Re Financed 
The amendment, to be effective, 
must contain a stipulation provid­ 
ing for adequate financing of the 
proposed civil service commission 
in order to prevent a repetition of 
the present situation in which the 
“ ripper” 
bill 
of 1939 left the 
commission without enough funds 
to finance proper administration 
of provisions of the 
law. 
The 
amendment 
is 
set up so that, 
should any one member of the 
proposed commission secure con­ 
trol of it and use it contrary to 
the 
original 
intent and against 
he best interests of the state of 
Michigan, rulings of the commis­ 
sion can be tied up by court pro­ 
ceedings. 
D ifficulty in securing a practi­ 
cal and fair civil service law is 
I ne. 
Smazel said, 
to 
the 
fact 
that such a law always is vigor­ 
ously opposed by a selfish politi­ 
cal 
opposition 
force while the 
general 
public 
usually is very 
phlegmatic in its interest, adopt­ 
ing the attitude of voting for it if 
t is presented but doing very lit­ 
tle toward securing its presenta­ 
tion for public vote. 
in outlining evils of state gov­ 
ernment without civil service ad­ 
ministration, Smazel quoted from 
the 
late 
Governor Fitzgerald's 
study commission report, which 
pointed out the lack of any stand­ 
ard system of classification, lack 
of security of employment, lack 
of systematic payroll procedure, 
large 
number of exemptions of 
the 
more 
im portant 
positions, 
high rate of turnover of state em­ 
ployes and loss to state of money 
in the existence of duplicate pay­ 
rolls, 
Annual

Smazel said, amounted to 25 per 
cent of the state payrolls.

Provisions of the proposed civil 
service amendment are 
as 
fol­ 
lows: 
SEC T IO N 22. 
The state civil 
service shall consist of all posi­ 
tions in the state service except 
those filled by popular election, 
heads of departments, members 
if hoards and commissions, 
em­ 
ployes of courts of record, of the 
legislature, of the higher educa­ 
tional institutions recognized by 
the state constitution, all persons 
in the m ilitary and naval forces 
of the state, and not to exceed 
two other exempt 
positions 
for 
each elected adm inistrative 
offi­ 
cer, and each department, board 
and commission. 
There is hereby created a non­ 
salaried civil service commission 
to consist of four 
persons, 
not 
more than two of whom shall be 
members of the same 
political 
party, appointed by the governor 
for eight-year, overlapping terms, 
the four original appointments to 
be for two, four, six and

years respectively. 
This commis­ 
sion shall supersede all

Counted As Wages

m onthly wages are the

Blxplaining his announcement Mr.

who 
receives a 
certain weekly wage. She also gets 
her board and 
room 
while

ployed on the Job. W hen the social 
security tax is paid by the employ­ 
er this worker's wage is 
figured 
plus an amount w hich 
has 
been 
fixed as a fair value of board and 
room. 
“ If the worker received 
meals 
but not lodgings then the 
wages 
would be increased by an amount 
estimated to be a fair 
value 
for 
the food. In the same 
way 
if 
a 
room were provided as 
lodgings, 
but no meals w-ere given as part of 
the pay for the job, then the work­ 
er’s pay would be increased by an 
amount equal to the value of 
the 
lodgings in such cases. 
“ It is Important that the opera­ 
tors of all resorts have their

The United States 
uses one-half of the tin produced in the 
world and pays about $75,000,000 a n n u ­ 
ally for that shipped here from abroad. 
Tin has had a long career— longer than 
many of the o t h e r metals In use today. It 
was known to the ancients and played an 
important part in enlarging the map of the

Mediterranean

rines braved the Atlantic 3000 years ago 
Phoenicians sailed through the “ Pillars of 
Hercules," now the Straits of 
Gibraltar, 
and thence to Cornwall, England, to ob­ 
tain the metal, which they used in bronze 
castings. Until the latter part of the last 
century, Cornwall 
remained

source of tin. Then it surrendered first
